RACE 40 MILES 10 
BLAZE AT DESOTO 


Two St. Louis Companies 
Make Run in 90 Minutes 
—Flames Supposedly of 
Incendiary Origin. 


HOTEL GUESTS FLEE 
IN NIGHT CLOTHING 


Two Explosions Precede 
Discovery of Fire in Gen- 
eral Store at 3 A. M. — 
Loss Put at $115,000.

Post-Dispatch. 

DE SOTO, Mo., Aug. 2.—Fire, 
believed to be of incendiary origin, 
early today destroyed two buildings 
on Main ‘street and for a time 
threatened to spread through the 
entire block, which includes the 
Commercial Hotel. 

Damage to buildings and stock 
was estimated at $115,000. 


The fire was confined to two 
buildings through the combined ef- 
forts of the De Soto and Festus 
fire departments and two fire com- 
panies from St. Louis which made 
the 45-mile run to De Soto in 90 
minutes, 

It was said this morning that 
the St. Louis companies with their 
experienced fire fighters and pow- 
erful apparatus, were the greatest 
factors in confining the fire to two 
buildings. Their high capacity 
pumpers were connected with the 
city plugs and within half an hour 
after they had arrived the fire was 
under control. 

The fire was discovered.at 3 a. 
m. in the general store of Samuel 
R. Lousch at 212 South Main 
street, two doors north of the Com- 
mercial Hotel. It was preceded by 
two explosions which aroused the 
40° guests of the hotel and sent 
them to the stréet in their night 
clothing. 

Missouri Pacific fast mail train 
No. 7 had just pulled into De Soto 
as the fire broke out and the en- 
gineer blew his whistle for several 
minutes to arouse the town while 
a night policemen fired his pistol 
in the air-and asked several mo- 
torists to sound their sirens. 

The fire spread within a few 

minutes through the _ two- story 
brick and frame building housing 
the Lousch store and attacked the 
adjoining structure at 214 Sonth 
Main street, housing the E. A. 
Chackes clothing store and the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
office. 
Damage to the Lousch building, 
owned by William J. Knorpp, was 
estimated at $30,000. Chackes said 
the building housing his store, 
owned by I. F. Silberstein, a resi- 
dent of California, was worth $15,- 
000. Lousch estimated loss to: his 
stock at $15,000. 

The Commercial Hotel was dam- 
aged $10,000 by water, Knorpp 
said, while damage to fixtures was 
estimated at $7000 by its manager, 
W. B. Beyington. Chackes said his 
stock was damaged °$30,000 and his 
fixtures $5000. .The Union Elec- 
tric equipment, all destroyed, was 
valued at $3000. 

One of the buildings housed the 
office of County Surveyor J. N. 
Agnew, who had the surveying rec- 
ords of Iron, Jefferson and Wash- 
ington counties there. They were 
destroyed in the fire. 2

LONDON, Atg. 2.—lIsrael Zang- 
will, author and playwright, is 
dead, after a week's illness. The 
end came at 3 o'clock yesterday 


afternoon at a hospital. The direct 
cause of death was pneumonia. He 
was 62 years old. 

Mr. Zangwill made his first rep- 
utation as an author with “The 
Children of the Ghetto,” and oth- 
er tales of Jewish life. Last Sep- 
tember he became a theater mana- 
ger in London, producing his own 
plays. He announced he hoped to 
mix popular with serious drama, 
“making the popular pay for @he 
highbrow.” . 

Zangwill was a propagandist for 
Zionism many years, and since the 
establishment of.the Jewish Na- 
tional Home he had continued his 
efforts for Jews in Palestine with 
such energy that he used to say 
jokingly that his enemies believed 
he intended to make himself king 
of Jerusalem after the expulsion 
of the Arabs. 


Israel Zangwill was born in 
London, Feb. 14, 1864, and wag 
virtually self.educated except for 
instruction received in the En- 
giish elementary schools, but this 
fact did not prevent his winning a 
B. A. degree with honor in London 
University. He was first a teach- 
er, then a journalist and. after- 
ward an author, having written 
novels, essays, poems and plays, 
besides lecturing in Great Britain 
and Ireland, Jerusalem, Holland 
and the United States, 

He was married in 19038 to Miss 
Edith Ayerton, daughter of the 
late Prof. W. A. Ayerton, herself 


jan author. They had two sons and 


one daughter. Mr. Zangwill was 
president of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England: ex-president 
and honorary member of the Play- 
goers’ Club; president of the Jew- 
ish Drama League and a member 
of the Dramatists’ Club. 7 . 
Mr. Zangwill was a prolific 
writer, but the two works by which 
he is best known in America are 
probably “Children of the Ghetto,” 
published in 1892, dnd “The Melt- 
ing Pot,” brought out in 1908. His 
last visit to this country was in 
the fall and winter of 1928-24, 
when he delivered.the opening ad. 
dress to the American Jewish Con- 
gress and stayed to criticise ev- 
erything American except our gub- 
way turnstiles and cafeterias, 
Fifteen years , he came 
here to attend the premiere of “The 
Melting Pot’ at Washington. Tle 
play was dedicated to President 
Roosevelt and the opening wae at- 
tended by him with his entire 
cabinet. 
Stirred Dissension Among Zionists. 
Mr. Zangwill stirred nation-wide 
comment and controversy on hig 
last visit here both by his critical 
comments on everything and by 
‘his assertion that “political Zion- 
‘ism is dead.” He attacked the 
'British mandate in Palestine as 


“betraying” the Jews and convert- 
ing Palestine into a homeland for 
the Arabs rather than a refuge for

: HAT is happening in Mexico cannot 
be fully understood unless one 
‘knows the history of that olood-stained 


land. The truth is that Christianity has 
“never conquered Mexico, and it took the 
‘revolution to prove it. The revolution 
placed the Indians in control, and the 
Indians love their own religion best. 
There are great tribes of them which 
never surrendered their own religion, 
‘just as there are such tribes in the Unit- 
ed States. . The ghost dances of the 
Sioux, which only the army could abate, 
‘and the snake dances of the Moki, 
which not even the Indian Commissioner 
can prevail against, are the prototypes 
_of the pagan religious beliefs held by the 
‘aboriginal people all over Mexico. The 
‘pure-blood Indian, now almost a rarity 
in the United States, is in the majority 
‘in Mexico. Of the whole population 
‘of 15,000,000, 13,000,000 are Ihdians, 
most of them full bloods. Some of the 
“great tribes, among them the Aztecs, 
‘remain either intact or virtually so. The 

ui, who police Mexico City and oc- 
jeUpy the barracks just outside of the 
city limits, are the Swiss Guard of the 
‘revolution. It is a saying in Mexico that 
the revolutionists, who came from Sono- 
‘ra, brought their Indians with them. The 
‘devotion of those Indians to the revolu-| 
tion is dog-like. They, and not labor, 
as one may suppose, are the strength 
of the Government in its war with the 
‘church. Labor may betray the Govern- 
‘ment, but the Indians will not. They 
have an old grievance against Christian- 
ity, and an Indian never forgets. 

When Cortez went to Mexico he found 
the Indians worshiping the sun. This 
was true of all the American Indians. 
The Aztecs, who were the dominant tribe 
in Mexico, had degraded sun worship 
with human sacrifice, but in its purer 
forms it was no such bloody religion 
and lingers still in the hearts of the In- 
dians everywhere. So it is not true, as we 
are accustomed to believe, that Mexico 
fis all Catholic, or that the present trou- 
ble down there is altogether a war 
among Catholics. The intellectuals of 
the revolution are Catholics, but the 
strength behind them is pagan. You 
cannot easily displace in the hearts of a 
people a religious belief which they have 
held for thousands of years, and Christ!- 
anity has never been more than skin 
deep with the pure-blood Indians of 
Mexico. They have been biding their 
time since their own temple in Mexico 
City was razed and the great Christian 
cathedral was built.on the site where it 
stood. They have been biding their time 
ever since the idol of Huitzilopochtil, the 
sun-g0d, was tumbled from its pedestal 
upon .the great teocalli of the Aztecs 
and in its stead was raised the cross of 
Christ. They have been biding their time 
since the Inquisition was inflicted upon, 
them and brought woe to all that un- 
believed. 

The Indians ‘believed a time would 
come when all these things would be 
righted. All subjugated peoples believe 
that. Apparently the time has come in 
Mexico. It is not a flattering commen- 
tary upon Christianity that after 400 
years it has no more secure place in the 
hearts of the people than it has in Mex- 
feo. Whether one agrees with Bancroft 
that the Catholic church has not made 
Christianity the beneficence that it might 
have been, or sympathizes with the diffi- 
culties of the church in an unconquered 
country, the spectacle of what is happen- 
jng in Mexico, like that in Russia, is 
such as to make Christians everywhere 
wonder if they are as truly Christian, as 
they might be. 

It is hardly thinkable that Mexico will 
renounce Christianity, any more than 
the Russians have been able to do so. 
It is more probable that she will mere- 
ly give it something to. think about, 
which is always good for the church as 
well as the State. If she went beyond 
that and we beheld there at last a pagan 
religion redivivus, something that has 
been looked for in the world ever since 
Christianity, with bloody sword, began 
its victorious march out of the East, then 
Mexico surely will have set another his- 
torical masterpiece beside the Conquest.

- It is unfortunate that the affidavit of Ernest D. 
Wilson, former secretary of the Proctor State cam- 
paign organization, charging an under-cover collu- 
sion between the managers of the Proctor dry cam- 
_paign and the Priest wet campaign, comes too late 
lto permit a thorough sifting of the facts before pri- 
|mary election day. ' 

| We hold no brief for Senator Williams, the third 
| candidate in the race for the Republican senatorial 
| nomination, with whose approval the Wilson affi- 
‘davit has been made public. In the light, however, 
of the manifest belief of Senator Williams in the ac- 
‘curacy of the Wilson charges, which are made with a 
wealth of circumstantial detail, there can be no doubt 
that he was justified in seeking for them the widest 
possible publicity. 

Senator Williams, like any other candidate, is en- 
titled to have the primary contest settled on its mer- 
its. If what he charges, on the strength of the Wil- 
son affidavit, is true, he has been the victim of a 
piece of rank political chicanery. Wilson asserts 
there has been active co-operation between the man- 
agers of the ostensibly opposed candidacies of Priest 
and Proctor; that Priest was brought into the race

Mr. Priest has denied the charge of collusion and 
Mr. Atkeson has denied the allegation pertaining to 
him. Mr. Priest, however, tells of a visit he made 
to the home of Mr. Dickey in Kansas City, to discuss 
the issues of the campaign, and Jacob Lieberstein of 
St. Louis, one of the backers of Mr. Priest, verifies 
some of the other important supporting points in the 
Wilson charges.

The Constitution of the United States is at once 
the despair and the refuge of the prohibitionists. 
First putting their law into it and then trying to 
wreck it to make that law effective, they are now 
fearful that the wets are going to nullify it and make 
it a dead cock in the pit. Eight states are going to 
vote. on prohibition by referendum in November. 
They are New York, illinois, Missouri, California, 
Wisconsin, Colorado, Montana and Nevada. This 
causes James J. Britt, counsel for the prohibition 
unit in the Treasury Department, to hail Senator 
Borah as the champion of the Constitution and indi- 
cate to-his valiant knight the numbers and position 
of those who would nullify it. Writing the Senator, 
Mr. Britt says: ‘ 

All who honestly believe that national prohi- 
bition Ys either unwise or unjust and favor repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment in the way pro- 
vided by the Constitution itself are entitled to an 
audience, to a respectful hearing, and to freedom 

‘from any questioning of motives; but they who, 

either for gain or for drink, would make a scrap 

of paper of the Constitution not only place greed 
and appetite above national honor, but are plain 
nullifiers of the Constitution of the United 

States. 

Of course, the prohibitionists, when they were try- 
ing to make a dead letter of the Bill of Rights, were 
not nullifiers of the Constitution. They merely found 
the Constitution in their way and tried to ignore it. 
If the antiprohibitionists are trying to do the same 
thing with the eighteenth amendment they likely got 
the suggestion from the prohibitionists. In Missouri, 
for instance, where the so-called nullifiers are seek- 
ing to repeal the State dry laws, the prohibitionists 
undertook to pass a law giving police officers the 
right to search automobiles for liquor without search 
warrant. They proposed to have these men congest 
traffic at bridgeheads while they pawed over the 
sandwiches of picnic parties with their dirty hands 
in the quest for liquor.

FRENCH CABINET 0 K’S 
MONOPOLY ON TOBACCO 


Also Approves Poincare’s Plan 
for Autonomous Fund to 
Pay Defense Bonds. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Aug. 2.—The Cabinet to- 


day_approved Premier Poincare’s 
proposa! for an autonomous repay- 
iment fund for national defense 
| ponds and for cession of the to- 
bacco monopoly to a French cor- 
| poration under Government con- 
trol. 
| When Parliament has voted pro- 
‘visions for the autonomous fund, 
the Government proposes. that 
both chambers shall meet at Ver- 
sailles in national assembly to 
make the law part of the Con- 
stitution. The Assembly is not ex- 
pected to meet before Aug. 10. 
The debt settlements between 


France and the United States and 
between France and Great Britain 
now appear likely to come up for 
ratification by Parliament during 
the present month before the sum- 
mer recess. Ever growing opposi- 
tion to shelving the Washington 
and London agreements until Oc- 
tober apparently has caused. Poin- 
care to recede from his position of 
“no immediate ratification.” 


A communique issued by the 


semi-official Havas Agency,  evi- 
dently inspired by tlie Government, 
is authority for this statement. 


Story of Delay Denied. 


The communique reads in part: 

“Informatieu published in an 
evening paper attributing to the 
Premier the intention to adjourn 
to a very distant date examination 
of the American and British agree- 
ments concerning French debts is 
groundless. 

‘On the contrary, Poincare in- 
tends, as soon as the financial pro- 
jects now before Parliament are 
definitely voted, to have an ex- 
change of views concerning the 
inter-allied debts with the Finance 
and Foreign Affairs Committees of 
the Chamber and Senate, which al- 
ready had been asked officially by 
the preceding Governments to 
study the report on the Berenger- 
Mellon and Caillaux-Churchill 
agreements.” . 
The newspaper statement tn 
which the communique refers was 
an editorial by the Journal des De- 
bats, which said among other 
things: 

“Adjournment of ratification of 
the debt agreements for a long 
time is regrettable from all angles, 
and, from the viewpolat of our im- 


ditions offered by the United 
States in settlement of our debt 
will not have changed in a few 
months; the American Constitution 
is against it. Nobody, not even 
President Coolidge, can alter the 
Berenger-Mellon accord. We hope 
our Government will be better ad- 
vised than to postpone considera- 
tion of this agreement.” 

The inclusion of a tax on foreign- 
ers in Poincare’s bill, voted by the 
Chamber yesterday cnused a sur- 
prise. Identity tards and renew- 
als of such cards every two years 
will now cost foreigners 375 francs, 
instead of 68 as at present. Stu- 
dents and journalistg will pay 40 
francs, while foreign volunteers 
who served in the French army 
during the war are exempt from 
any fee whatever. 

Passage of this clause was made 
contingent on abandonment of a 
bill drawn up by Deputy Falcoz, 
requiring every foreigner to pay a 
fee upon entering the country. 
The support which the chamber 
gave Poincare’s financial measures 
had a strong rallying effect today 
on the franc, which improved 
steadily during the day's trading. 
Opening at 40.13 to the dollar 
and 195 to the pound, the france 
rose without fluctuations and at 
the official closing hour on the 
bourse stood at 37.95 to the dol- 
lar and 184.50 to the pound.

The leading lights, usu- 
ally inspired by the suggestions of 
the cultured society ladies, decide 
to have a pageant representing va- 
rious events in Cornville’s history. 
A local dignitary comes to New 
York, looks up a pageant director, 
and makes arrangements. It will 
cost from $500 up, depending on 
how much money they want to 
spend. The pageant director, with 
a larce staff, a small one, or no 
staff at all, takes himself to Corn- 
ville, and duly on the festive occa- 
sion several hundred of Cornville’s 
citizenry have a chance to march 
around most gaudily costumed and 
evoke or think they evoke the ad- 
miration of their fellow townsmen. 

THe: arranging of pageants has 
become quite an industry. A whole 
profession of pageant directors 
make an average of good. money, 
and a number of them make big 
money.
